Mr.  Birge  Harrison  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  1854, 
and  began  his  studies  at  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of 
the  Fine  Arts.  He  later  studied  with  Cabanel,  at 
l'Eeole  des  Beaux  Arts,  and  with  Carolus  Duran,  Paris. 
He  is  a  member  of  Society  of  American  Artists,  New 
York,  1883;  National  Academy,  1910;  Century  Associa- 
tion; Salmagundi  Club;  National  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Letters;  American  Federation  of  Fine  Arts;  Fellow- 
ship, Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts. 

Mr.  Harrison  studied  in  France  and  Italy  from  1876 
to  1889,  and  has  travelled  and  painted  in  India,  Australia, 
and  the  South  Seas  as  well  as  in  Europe  and  America. 
His  works  are  to  be  found  in  many  of  the  American 
museums  and  leading  private  collections.  In  1882  the 
French  Government  bought  one  of  his  works. 

He  has  received  many  prizes  and  medals,  both  in  this 
country  and  abroad,  and  is  widely  known  as  a  critic 
and  writer.
